"Speak unto the Children of larael, and say unto them, 
When ye be come into the land which I give unto you, and i 
shall reap the harvest therfiof, then ye shall taring a sheaf of 
the firetfriiits of your harvest unto the priest; 

"And he shall wave the sheaf before the Lord, to be accepted tor 
you: on the morrow afterl the Sabtaath the priest shall wave it. 

" And ye shall eat neither bread, nor parched corn, nor green ears, 
uniii the selfsame day that ye shall have brought =n offering unto 
your God: it shall be a statute for ever throughout your (jenerations 
in all your dwellings.
